ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 


SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


For THE YEAR ENpInNG Marcu 1, 1885. 


Effective work has been generally done in your schools 
during the past year. None but teachers of experience have 
been employed, and, with asingle exception, their experience 
has extended over several years of active service. The re- 
sult is that the schools have been, in the judgment of your 
committee, of more than average excellence. The attendance 
has been extremely regular; taking 100 as a basis, the daily 
attendance at all the schools during the year is represented 
by 91. The percentage in the several districts being as follows :

For a country town, where each school district necessarily 
covers a large area, and where many of the pupils are oblig- 
ed to walk long distances, this is a very high rate of attend- 
ance and indicates a praiseworthy interest on the part of 
both parents and children. Especial attention is called to 
the remarkable record made by the school in District No. 5, 
taught by Miss Goodwin. On examining the town reports 
back as far as 1865 no record has been found which equals 
this, and it is probable it has never been excelled in the annals 
of the town. In justice to Miss Hatch, the teacher in Dis- 
trict No. 2, it should be stated that the percentage of 
attendance in her school was .96 for the first two terms, but 
the prevalence of a contagious fever during the winter term 
materially lessened the rate for the year. 

Of course it would be incorrect to assume regularity of at- 
tendance as the sole basis in estimating the work done; it 
merely shows an interest on the part of the pupils, from which 
we infer capability in the teacher, and to which must be 
added correct home influences, terms of proper length and a 
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cleanly, cheerful, well arranged school room, in order to 
secure the greatest possible benefit. 

District No. 1 is unfortunate in having so small an appro- 
priation for school purposes. ‘There can be no rapid ad- 
vancement in knowledge while the vacations are so lengthy 
as to leave the schoolhouse open for business less than 
one-third of the year. There is need also that the resi- 
dents of this district should be awakened to a realizing sense 
of the discomforts of the school room, and roused to the 
necessity of a thorough renovation. A dozen years ago a 
predecessor spoke of the poor condition of the building, and 
added years have only added to its dilapidation. The seat- 
ing arrangement is wretched, and the whole aspect-of the 
room depressing. Both terms—seventeen weeks in toto— 
were taught by Miss Fredericka B. Smith, who was also the 
instructress the latter portion of last year. Her re-engage- 
ment is in itself evidence of her ability as a teacher. She 
was hampered by a large number of classes. With less than 
twenty scholars there were a dozen classes in Arithmetic. 
A re-arrangement was advised, and had the number of class- 
es been reduced one half, better results would have been 
attained. Parents, here and elsewhere, should perceive that 
the teacher is the best judge of what is likely to be for 
the greatest good of the greatest number, and should submit 
their wills to her judgment in this matter of classification. 

District No. 2 was fortunate in securing and retain- 
ing throughout the year a teacher of tact and judg- 
ment, which factors are quite as essential to the product 
of success as is a knowledge of books. Sometimes 
teachers appear to credit their pupils with a power of 
imitation only, and teach them on the same principle that 
parrots are taught. Miss Hatch does not fall into this 
error; she credits her voungest pupils with a power of reason- 
ing, and proceeds to develop that power naturally. It has been 
a pleasure to visit her school and to note her progressive 
methods. No teacher in town has labored more enthusiasti-

cally, and in no school have the results been more marked. 

The school property here is in fine condition ; the single 
seats in use are emphatically the seats for common schools. 

In District No. 3 there was evidence of good progress 
during both terms. Miss Marshall, who taught the spring term, 
had the affection of her pupils from the outset, and governed 
them by the law of attraction. She was thoroughly in ear-: 
nest, and her pupils willingly responded to her efforts on 
their behalf. The second term was taught by Miss Flora 
Gordon, an experienced teacher, who held the reins of 
government with a practised hand, and whose school was. 
orderly and satisfactory. The number of scholars taxed 
the capacity of the room both terms, and necessitated more 
crowding than was desirable. 

For information concerning District No. 4, you are re- 
ferred to the report of the Superintending Committee of the 
town of Newton. 

In- District No. 5 the Prudential Committee justified his 
election by re-engaging Miss Susan Goodwin, who always 
makes a good record. She easily leads the town as regards 
regularity of attendance. As will be seen by reference to 
the honor roll, twenty-nine of her pupils were neither absent 
nor tardy during the year. Nor does she excel in this re- 
spect alone; her order is of the best, and her instruction 
thorough. Your committee was extremely sorry to be absent 
from the final examination of this school, but engagement else- 
where rendered absence unavoidable. 

During the summer vacation the schoolhouse here was_re- 
paired and supplied with modern furniture, and is now one 
of the best equipped of your school rooms. 

District No. 6 has some of the largest and most advanced 
scholars in town, and requires no little firmness for its sué- 
cessful management. Miss Goldsmith, who taught the first 
term, was a teacher of long experience and unique methods. 
The work done by her in physiology was especially com- 
mendable, and her pupils made marked progress in penman- 
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ship. Miss Tuck, who taught the second term, brought 
with her firmness, ability, and a pleasing address. She was 
perfectly at home in the school room, and her efforts were 
conscientious and successful. 


In 1883 the Legislature enacted a law which went into 
effect in 1884, making obligatory the study of physiology 
with special reference to the effects of stimulants and 
narcotics on the human system. In compliance with 
the provisions of this statute, the study of physiology 
has been insisted upon in all schools where the age 
of the pupils would warrant. Some difficulty has. been 
experienced in finding a text-book which combined ac- 
curacy with simplicity, but Hutchison’s “Laws of Health’, 
has finally been adopted. Although the subject is clearly 
presented in this work, the necessary use of scientific terms 
renders it imperative that all teachers should have a thorough 
knowledge of this important branch, and should be able to 
give much oral instruction. 

The school books in use throughout the town are uniform 
—thanks to your former committee, Mr. Hoyt—and no 
changes have been made during the year. <A daily use of 
the Fish-Robinson Arithmetic in the class room during the 
past two years, together with the unanimous opinion of all 
your teachers, brings the conviction that it is too cumber- 
some a work to produce the best results in the common 
schools, though well adapted to high schools and academies. 
It has now been in use five years, and your committee would 
recommend the substitution of such a book as the new Brad- 
bury-Eaton’s. 

There is need of a new supply of wall maps in all the 
schools. Many which now adorn the walls are given to 
deliberate falsehood, making the whole interior of Africa a 
desert, denying any political changes in Europe, and alotting 
to our republic anywhere from thirty-two to thirty-six states:
